Only teachers who 
had secured acollege education or.what 
was equivalent to it,:were employed from 


- the beginning. Prof. Jonathan Allen,

Ambrose C. Spicer,. now of Battle Greet, 
Mich,, was^an .another one. He was an 
early president of the Wisconsin tStatb 
Teachers' association, "and was the orig- 
inator of the measure by which the state

body., he wrote the "History of Educa- 
tion irrWisconsin," which the state pub- 
lished and distributed at the Centennial 
exposition in Philadelphia in 1876. 


His Work' iik ft .legislator.: 


He was for "a term a member of the 


assembly, representing in it a district in 
Rock-county. As chairman of the edu- 
cational 
committee he had charge, 


among other things, of the measure that 
led to the establishment of the state 
teachers' certificate system. 
During 


tbe tour years succeeding •'. 1867 he was 
state superintendent of public instruc- 
tion, and iu that office, he was able to 
strengthen the work of bis predecessor, 
who organized the present; high school 
system. He had to foster, amid a sharp 
controversy, the existing arrangement 
for supplying text books for the public 
schools. . He took 'a 'deep interest in 
placing the country school districts
